They have stakes in 
almost 30 airports across 
the globe and Cardiff is 
very low down on their 
priorities. 

A new business route 


between Cardiff and 
Dusseldorf looks set to 
be announced and this is 
welcome; but the airport 
desperately needs to 
secure at least one popu¬ 
lar low-cost tourist air¬ 
line. 

The main aim must be 
to see more city names 
up on the airport depar¬ 
ture board by this time 
next year. 

We need political

Mr Anderson said: 
“There were many days 
when we spent the first 
two hours simply pump¬ 
ing water away.” 

There had, he said, 
been no other complica¬ 
tions, as the company 
was very experienced in 
this area. 

He said: “I have been 
involved in 31 other 
supermarket develop¬ 
ments, including two 
other Waitrose ones. 

“I suppose the project 
that was most similar 
was one for Sainsbury’s 
in Bath, where again it 
was essential for it to be 
in keeping with the 
town.” 

The final count in 
terms of parking spaces 
is 138. Mr Roger Bird 
reflected on the history 
of the site. He said: “At 
the turn of the century, it 
was a water meadow. 

“My father was the 
borough surveyor and 
the ‘director of nui¬ 
sances’ - and in that 
capacity he had to dis¬ 
pose of waste ash and 
bottles. 

“They were deposited 
on this site for years, and 
eventually it was 
reclaimed. The first 
building was a garage for 
a bus company. 

“My father opened a 


motor mower business in 
1924, and it was not until 
1946 that the company 
expanded by taking on 
the Ferguson Tractor 
agency.” 

He continued: “In 
1952, we decided to con¬ 
centrate on the motor 
mowers, and sold the 
tractor agency, although 
they were still being sold 
from the site until about 
1962.” 

Jeff Bird recalled:“It 
was in 1969 that the gar¬ 
den centre was opened - 
an easy date for me to 
remember because Wales 
won the Triple Crown 
and Glamorgan won the 
County Cricket 

Championship!” 

The town had changed 
considerably over the 
years, particularly in 
terms of what it offered 
shoppers: 

“I can remember my 
grandmother used to take 
the bus to Bridgend - to 
buy things she couldn’t 
get in Cowbridge!” 

Since then, there had 
been a steady expansion, 
and Waitrose would be 
the next step, by attract¬ 
ing more people into the 
town. 

Roger Bird added: “I 
am really looking to 
Waitrose opening, it is 
another step forward for 
Cowbridge.”

CUTTINGS BRING BACK MEMORIES... 


WHEN I find time, I like 
nothing better than to 
look back at the many 
scrap books I have which 
contain my press cuttings. 

The only regret I have is that 
I never started keeping a press 
cuttings book when I first start¬ 
ed reporting on the Welsh horse 
racing scene back in 1966. 

One of my press cuttings, 
dated April 18, 1977, reveals 
that Llancarfan ’5 Mary 
Williams (she ’5 now Mrs Bill 
Evans and lives in 
Pembrokeshire) landed a dou¬ 
ble at the Glamorgan Hunt 
Steeplechases at St Hilary on 
Rory M and Underhill. Mary, 
who is now a permit holder, 
won the members ’ race on Rory 


M, and the ladies ’ open race on 
Underhill. 

In my report I wrote: 

“Despite the absence of Linden 
Lad, the ladies ’ race still 
proved a real thriller, with the 
towering Underhill and tiny 
Mandryka matching strides 
throughout the last mile. 
Underhill, confidently ridden 
by Mary Williams, drew ahead 
at the second last to win by 
three lengths! ” 

What it must be remembered 
is that Mandryka, who was rid¬ 
den by Shan Morgan, is the 
most prolific point-to-pointer in 
Welsh hunt-racing history. In 
all, this little horse, who was 
dubbed The Welsh Wonder, won 
38 ladies open races-all with 
Shan Morgan in the saddle - 


five men’s open races and a 
hunter chase at Chepstow 
Racecourse. 

The man who rode him in 
that hunter chase was 
Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn who, on that day 
back in 1977, won the maiden 
race on Abbott’s Delight. 

The year 1977 was also the 
year a 17-year-old welding 
apprentice named Paul Hamer 
from Coychurch chalked up his 
first winner at the Llangeinor 
Hunt Steeplechases. 

Paul, who was to go on to 
become a Welsh champion 
rider, took the members ’ race 
on Dillwyn Thomas ’ Cefn 
Soloman. 

John Llewellyn won the 
men’s open at this meeting on 


the late Rose Harry’s chestnut 
Fitz who, if my memory serves 
me right, won 25 races and the 
last of them at the grand old 
age of 17! 

Meanwhile, Hidden Identity, 
a six year-old bay mare trained 
at Aberthin by Tim Vaughan, 
was a 9-1 winner at Bangor- 
on-Dee last week. 

Well ridden by Richard 
Johnson the ex-Irish mare 
stayed on strongly in the clos¬ 
ing stages to win by three and 
three-quarter lengths from the 
2-1 favourite She Ranks Me.

Traffic wardens 
should be on 
streets by April 


PLANS to have 
council traffic war¬ 
dens patrolling the 
Vale by April next 
year are still on 
schedule. 

For some time now, 
the Vale Council has 
been going through a 
complex legal process to 
obtain powers from the 
Welsh Government 
(WG) to take on civil 
parking enforcement 
(CPE) in the Vale.

The report said 
that the new traffic war¬ 
dens will be run in a joint 
operation with Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC), which will be 
the employing authority, 
running a team compris¬ 
ing a parking manager 
and 17 other staff. The 
parking manager is 
expected to be appointed 
in the near future. 

The number of staff 
and their employment 
will be reviewed once the 
operation has had time to 


Renishaw makes 
start at former 
Bosch factory 


A Gloucestershire 
company has begun 
operations at the for¬ 
mer Bosch site in 
Mishin, bringing 20 
jobs to the area. 

Renishaw is a global 
player in engineering 
technology and received 
a Queen’s Award for 
Enterprise in 2012 for a 
new cutting-edge accura¬ 
cy measuring system. 

South Wales Central 
AM, Andrew RT Davies, 
said it was a promising 
sign that the site was 
being “put to good use” 
once more. 

Mr Davies said his 
hope was that more man¬ 


ufacturing jobs would be 
created in the future. 

“In the short term at 
least, the opening of this 
plant will replace just 20 
of the 900 jobs lost when 
Bosch diverted its work 
to Hungary. 

“Nevertheless, this is 
good news for the Vale. It 
is promising that the site 
will at last be put to good 
use, and that the compa¬ 
ny is believed to be keen 
to locate much of its 
future manufacturing 
here in the Vale. ” 

Bosch ceased manu¬ 
facturing in Miskin last 
summer, with work being 
transferred to a plant in 
Hungary. 


bed in. The wardens will 
be known as civil 
enforcement officers 
(CEOs). 

The parking manage¬ 
ment team will be based 
in the Innovation Centre, 
Bridgend Science Park, 
and various locations for 
a satellite office in the 
Vale are being consid¬ 
ered. 

As part of the legal 
process, new on and off 
street traffic regulation 
orders (TROs) are being 
prepared to make the 
scheme legally water¬ 
tight, after a review by a 
specialist company, 
Alpha Parking. 

When the process 
started, the cabinet 
approved up to £300,000 
from the Visible Services 
reserves to progress the 
CPE application. Costs 
so far are approximately 
£136,380 and are made 
up of: Technical salaries 
- £40,000 (current esti¬ 
mate); Buchannan 
Software - £20,380 
(current estimate); Alpha 
Parking - £57,000 (cur¬ 
rent estimate); RTA con¬ 
sultants - £19,000 (cur¬ 
rent estimate). 

The report concluded: 
“A budget is currently 
being discussed with 
BCBC for the first year 
of operation of CPE in 
2013/14. 

“It is currently antici¬ 
pated that the on-going 
operational costs of the 
service will be funded 
from parking fine 
income.”

Official report 
praises ‘problem 
free’ Eisteddfod 
in the Vale... 


THE Vale Council 
has published an 
official report on 
its involvement 
with the National 
Eisteddfod 2012 in 
August at Llandow. 

The Vale Council’s 
official report, prepared 
by Rob Thomas, the 
director of development 
services, revealed that 
138,767 visitors came, 
nearly 2,000 higher than 
the previous Eisteddfod 
in south Wales, which 
was in Ebbw Vale in 
2010. 

Last year’s 

Eisteddfod in Wrexham, 
was 10,000 higher, but 
Elfed Roberts, the chief 
executive of the 


Eisteddfod, has (through 
the media) expressed his 
satisfaction at atten¬ 
dance figures, especially 
given the poor weather 
during the middle of the 
week, the economic cli¬ 
mate and also the rival 
attraction of the 
Olympics. 

The author of the 
report said: “7 am 
pleased to report that as 
a consequence of sound 
advanced planning and 
decision making, there 
were no reported prob¬ 
lems with congestion on 
the roads during the 
Eisteddfod week. 

“In addition, officers 
were able to respond to 
any specific concerns

quence of delays for 
traffic leaving car parks 
at the busiest times) in a 
timely and efficient 
manner .” 

He said that the bus 
service that was provid¬ 
ed by the council to link 
the Eisteddfod site with 
Cowbridge and Llantwit 
Major operated without 
delays or problems. 

There were 6,757 
passenger journeys 
throughout the week, 
and he added that a sig¬ 
nificant majority used 
the bus to link with the 
train service for 
Llantwit Major. 

On site, the council 
made the Greenlinks 
bus available to trans¬ 
port people requiring a 
bus around the Maes. 

The service used a 
pre-arranged route and 
operated daily, taking 
between 10 and 25 each 
day.

‘Youth cabinet 
will give young 
people a voice’ 

- SAYS VALE COUNCILLOR 


THE cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children’s 
services at the Vale 
Council, Coun 
Chris Elmore, has 
told The GEM that 
a formal consulta¬ 
tion is being 
launched - with a 
view to establishing 
a ‘youth cabinet’ 
and ‘youth mayor’. 

Local Democracy 
Week (LDW) focuses on 
trying to engage more 
young people in the dem¬ 
ocratic process, and is the 
inspiration for the start of 
conversations with local 
young people from 
across the county on 
options for holding elec¬ 
tions next year to elect a 
youth cabinet, 

The aim is to provide a 
voice for young people in 
the Vale. 

Since LDW was 
launched in 2006 the 
focus has been on young 
people questioning coun¬ 


cillors and the election of 
a councillor as ‘Youth 
Champion’. 

But Coun Elmore said 
this is all set to change 
under proposals from the 
Labour-Llantwit First 
run Vale Council. 

Coun Elmore told The 
GEM: “My main aim in 
the establishment of a 
youth cabinet and a 
youth mayor is to ensure 
that, for the first time, 
young people have a real 
say on how services 
which directly affect 
them are developed and 
delivered. 

“The role of youth 
mayor would be a clear 
link between the Vale 
Council cabinet and the 
youth cabinet, ensuring 
they have a say on the 
decisions the Vale cabi¬ 
net are making on servic¬ 
es that matter to them. 

“I would encourage all 
young people to com¬ 
plete the survey.” 

LDW involves all Vale 
secondary schools and 


many other youth organi¬ 
sations right across the 
Vale. A report will be 
presented to the Vale 
Council cabinet before 
Christmas following the 
consultation with young 
people, and it is hoped 
that elections for a youth 
cabinet and youth mayor 
will happen in the spring 
of 2013.

Colwinston 
villagers round 
up latest ‘fly 
grazing’ horses 



VILLAGERS in 
Colwinston had to 
form a posse last 
Sunday and round 
up 17 horses that 
had been dumped 
on playing fields in 
the town. 

Within a few days, the 
horses were taken away 
again - just before Vale 
Council welfare officers 
arrived to take the herd 
to another location! 

A resident told The 
GEM: “To prevent them 
wandering, residents and 
farmers coralled them in 
the tennis courts.” 

The horses were ini¬ 
tially fed and watered by 
volunteers. The resident 
added: “The small herd 
is of mixed stock, 
including four foals, one 
of which is still suckling 
and appear to be in good 
physical condition.” 

On Monday, the Vale 
Council confirmed that 
it was dealing with hors¬ 
es on land at the 
Colwinston Community 
Centre. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said: “There are 
17 horses presently 
secure in the tennis 
court, and all attempts 
will be made to find the 
owners. 

“Due to the unsuit¬ 
ability of the tennis 
courts for the storage of 
horses it has been decid¬ 
ed to relocate the horses 
to a more suitable site.

“Animal health offi¬ 
cers will be undertaking 
an investigation into the 
horse ownership/welfare 

“Notices are being 
placed at Colwinston 
Community Centre, in 
line with Section 7 of the 
Animal Act 1971. 

“If the owner of the 
horses do not come for¬ 
ward within 14 days of 
the notices being placed 
they will be classed as 
abandoned. 

“After the 14 days the 
landowner (the Vale 
Council) will reserve the 
right to remove and/or 
sell the horses.” 

Earlier this year, hors¬ 
es that were abandoned 
on Vale Council land 
were impounded by the 
council after 14 days and 
rehomed at a rescue cen¬ 
tre in England. 

The chairman of 
Colwinston Community 
Council, Geoff Bates, 
said that the prompt 
action of villagers had 
helped both control a 
difficult situation, and 
protected the horses’ 
welfare. 

However, the situa¬ 
tion changed on Tuesday 
when the horses were 
taken away. 

A council spokesper¬ 
son said: “Arrangements 
had been made to move 
the horses to a more suit¬ 
able location. 


“On arrival at 
Colwinston, the horse 
transport company 
received a call from a 
local horse owner stating 
he was missing horses 
and would be attending 
the site. 

“The horse transport 
company was advised to 
remove the horses and 
we contacted South 
Wales Police to attend. 

“However, the local 
horse owner removed 
the horses before the 
police arrived.” 

On hearing about the 
horses, Andrew RT 
Davies, AM for South 
Wales Central, whose 
region includes the Vale, 
said: “On September 25, 
I asked the Leader of the 
House, Jane Hutt, to 
bring forward a state¬ 
ment on what progress 
the Welsh Government, 
made in tackling this 
matter. 

“I have heard nothing 
to date, so I have repeat¬ 
ed my call today in the 
Chamber of the National 
Assembly for Wales. 
The Welsh Government 
must work with the local 
authority, the police and 
animal welfare charities 
to find a solution. 

“Last winter saw 
many horses abandoned 
right across the Vale. 
With winter fast 
approaching, I am con¬ 
cerned that 12 months 
on, little progress 
appears to have been 
made.”

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Ruby certainly Sparks 
in cute, kooky comedy 


F OR any actor, 
the ability to 
write your 
own scripts and 
give yourself a film 
role is a good skill 
to have. 

It worked for Matt 
Damon and Ben Affleck, 
who gave their careers a 
massive rise in profile 
with the self-penned 
Good Will Hunting, and 
now Zoe Kazan no 
doubt hopes it will work 
for her too in Ruby 
Sparks. 

Paul Dano plays 
Calvin, a struggling 
writer who creates the 
character of Ruby to 
help with his writer’s 
block; but when Ruby 
actually comes to life 
(played by Kazan), 
Calvin must come to 
terms with how this has 
happened, and also deal 
with falling in love with 
her... 

It’s highly appropriate 
that the directors behind 
Little Miss Sunshine, 
Valerie Faris and 
Jonathan Dayton, have 
taken the reigns of Ruby 
Sparks. While the sub¬ 
ject matter isn’t directly 
the same, there are still 
elements in terms of 
dysfunctional relation¬ 
ships and communica¬ 
tion breakdowns that 
permeate both films. 

But Faris and Dayton 
are well aware that near¬ 
ly two hours of this 
would be very hard 


going, and, thanks to 
their direction and a 
sparkling script for Zoe 
Kazan (granddaughter of 
the great Elia Kazan), 
Ruby Sparks makes for a 
cute, kooky comedy 
with a lightly bitter 
edge. 

The directing duo’s 
style is low-key and inti¬ 
mate, and that’s what 
they offer up here - the 
film not concerned with 
visual trickery or flashy 
editing, instead letting 
the story, characters and 
performances speak for 
themselves. 

The sun-kissed beauty 
of California is lensed 
with clarity by the pair, 
the direction stylish 
without being too stylish 
and wonderfully focused 
on the key components. 

Of course, blessed 
with Kazan’s wonderful 
script their job is made 
that little bit easier, the 
actress’s first screenplay 
clever, well structured, 
and full of characters 
who even with the 
smallest of screentime 
feel vivid and full of 
life. 

It would have been 
easy for Kazan to build 
the screenplay to show 
off her talents, but her 
generosity allows the 
whole cast to shine, the 
focus of the film resting 
more on the character of 
Calvin and the situation 
he finds himself in than 
on the sudden appear¬ 
ance of this previously 
non-existent woman.

The script moves in 
clever ways, and as the 
story progresses things 
take a slight turn for the 
darker, but even as the 
comedy gives way to 
this the film still feels 
surefooted.

Paul Dano is excellent 
as the awkward literary 
genius experiencing 
‘second novel syn¬ 
drome’, and he certainly 
leads the film well. 

Likeable, his chem¬ 
istry with Kazan (his 
real-life girlfriend) is 
understandably excel¬ 
lent, with her turn 


incredibly peppy and full 
of verve and personality. 

Chris Messina offers 
good support as Calvin’s 
brother, while the likes 
of Antonio Banderas, 
Annette Bening, Steve 
Coogan and Elliot Gould 
all shine in a variety of 
roles with a selection of 
screentimes. 

But the real star of the 
show is most definitely 
Kazan, and with an end¬ 
ing that succeeds in 
being fitting without 
being underwhelming or 
too neat, she shows 
plenty of potential as 
both a screenwriter and 
an actress. 

Hopefully, Ruby 
Sparks will be a jumping 
off point for far more 
from her. 

VERDICT-A cute 
and kooky comedy, 
Ruby Sparks is a won¬ 
derful little film that 
deserves attention. 
Strong direction from 
Valerie Faris and 
Jonathan Dayton, cou¬ 
pled with strong per¬ 
formances, make this 
well worth a watch, but 
with a superb turn and 
an excellent script.

Workplace stress can 
be a killer in the hive 


NOT much changes. 
The variations in 
the weather are still 
causing problems 
for the bees and the 
beekeeper. 

Honey production this 
season has hit an all-time 
low. All of the colonies 
have received supple¬ 
mentary feeding at regu¬ 
lar intervals (sugar 
syrup) and of course the 
Varroa mite is still with 
us, and is subjecting the 
bees to a level of stress 
they could well do with¬ 
out. 

What is likely to stress 
bees? Well, the lack of 
pollen coming into the 
hive or lack of it stored 
within the hive. 

Pollen is the protein 
source that the bees 
require on a daily basis 
and should supplies start 
to dwindle, the bees that 
control the inner work¬ 
ings of the hive must take 
steps to address this situ¬ 
ation. 

How do they do that? 
To start with, the Queen 
is induced to lay fewer 
eggs, which means fewer 
larvae that will need 
feeding, but this means 
fewer bees developing to 
become foragers who 
should be returning to the 
hive with the all impor¬ 
tant pollen. 

If the situation does 
not improve, the in-house 
bees will consume eggs 
and developing larvae. 
Although this can be

construed as cannibal¬ 
ism, it is in fact a way of 
recovering that all- 
important protein and it 
is stored in the internal 
organs known as fat-bod¬ 
ies. Thus the bees can use 
this recovered resource 
as and when required. 

That is just the tip of 
the iceberg as far as a 
pollen shortage is con¬ 
cerned. Much more is 
going on in the inner 
sanctum of the beehive. 
Should things fail to 
improve, the survival of 
the colony is decidedly in 
jeopardy. 

Even when things are 
going well for the bees, 
the presence of the var¬ 
roa mite is a stress-induc¬ 
ing factor, as the breed¬ 
ing cycle of the mite is 
completed within a 
sealed cell along with a 
developing larvae. 

Quite apart from the 
mite using the develop¬ 
ing larvae as a breeding 
ground and as a food 
source (it punctures the 
rear end of the larvae and 
feeds on body fluids) it 
transfers viruses into the 
larvae one of which 
known as ‘Deformed 
Wing Virus’. On emer¬ 
gence, the bee has 
deformed wings, render¬ 
ing it unable to function 
as a successful inmate of 
the hive. 

Many bees emerging 
in this state mean fewer 
house bees and conse¬ 


quently less foragers. A 
colony in this situation is 
definitely going to be in a 
stressed state and the law 
of diminishing returns 
takes effect and the 
colony will die out. 

What else can bring on 
stress? Nosema! This is a 
single cell microsporidi- 
an that is ingested by 
adult bees and it per¬ 
forms its nefarious activ¬ 
ity within the mid-gut of 
the bee. Here, it com¬ 
petes with the bee for 
nutrition from foodstuffs 
consumed and as a result 
the bee never gets 
enough to eat. This leads 
to a shortened life-span, 
resulting in a colony with 
fewer and fewer occu¬ 
pants, which in turn 
alters the balance of the 
hive and consequently 
stressful conditions arise 
that can spell doom for 
any colony. 

Of late, a new more 
virulent strain of nosema 
has appeared and much 


could be written on this 
subject. Suffice to say it 
is a killer and it behoves 
all beekeepers to 
acquaint themselves with 
this parasite. 

Does it cause stress? 
You can be sure it does, 
not only to the bees but to 
the beekeeper as well. 
Speaking of which, the 
beekeepers cause much 
stress through their regu¬ 
lar inspections of 
colonies. 

The honeybee is now 
in a fight for survival, 
and we as a species 
(humans) seem to be has¬ 
tening their demise. 

Agricultural practices 
are making life hard for 
many pollinators, the 
changing countryside is a 
desert as far as many 
creatures are concerned, 
so unless the process can 
be changed before it is to 
late (perhaps it is to late 
already) we will be the 
poorer for it.

Park and Ride to 
the festival centre! 


A FREE park 
and ride 
scheme will 
be in operation 
throughout the 
weekend (daytime 
only) and this year 
will drop visitors 
right in the heart 
of Cowbridge town 
centre - at the 
existing X2 bus 
stops. 

If travelling from the 
Bridgend direction, 
drivers will be directed 
by the new AA signs to 
the Llwynhelig Farm 
park and ride site. 

From the Cardiff 
direction, motorists will 
be directed to the 
Cowbridge School park 
and ride site. 

Buses and parking 
are free of charge and 
the service will run 
every 30 minutes from 
each site, returning at 
the same intervals. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Following comments 
that traders would bene¬ 
fit if visitors could 
alight the park and ride 
buses in the centre of 
town, the Vale Council 
has approved the use of 
the town centre bus 
stops on the High 
Street. 

“It is hoped that this 
development will 
encourage more visitors 
into town centre shops, 
particularly if traders 
are offering special fes¬ 
tival events or offers.” 

The timetable of 
buses will be clearly 


marked and will go 
every half hour from 
each of the stops. 

The Park and Ride 
sites remain the same:- 
Cowbridge School if 
travelling from Cardiff 
direction or Llwynhelig 
Farm, just off the A48 
from the Bridgend 
direction. 

The Park and Ride 
system remains free of 
charge for all, to 
encourage as many as 
possible to use this 
facility. 

The spokeswoman 
continued: “The com¬ 
mittee has also respond¬ 
ed to feedback that the 
town hall car park 
should be freed for visi¬ 
tors to the town. 

“This year, the front 
right-hand section will 
no longer be used for 
demonstration vehicles, 
and the Vale Council 
has agreed this will be 
used as increased desig¬ 
nated disabled parking 
for the duration of the 
festival. 

“Exhibitors will now 
be directed to other 


parking sites and if they 
are found to be parking 
in the town hall car 
park, the penalty will be 
that they won’t be invit¬ 
ed to attend in 2013.” 

Cowbridge Food and 
Drink Festival event 
manager, Polly Wilson, 
said: “Tweaks to park¬ 
ing and traffic arrange¬ 
ments are made annual¬ 
ly, to ensure the festival 
runs as smoothly as 
possible for everyone 
involved. 

“We are hugely 
grateful to the Health 
Centre, who are provid¬ 
ing extra exhibitor park¬ 
ing sites this year, as 
well as the wonderful 
Cowbridge Cricket 
Club, who marshal the 
public parking in all 
weathers every year.

Despite recent reports, letters 
and articles in the press, 
there is no truth in the 
comments that we are 
going back on promises 
made before the election.

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Ramblers drink in 
magnificent views 
of Tintern Abbey 


A nostalgic look at the 
flight of the Bluebirds 



‘ When Football Was Football - Cardiff City \ 
by Neil Palmer. 


THE atmospheric 
beauty of Tintern 
Abbey was the 
backdrop when 
seven walkers 
joined Joy on a 
beautiful autumnal 
morning along the 
River Wye. 

Viking long ships are 
said to have rowed up 
the Wye to Monmouth, 

Being surrounded by 
hills with little road 
access, the river became 
a commercial waterway 
carrying coal, iron ore, 
charcoal, wood and 
stone to the Severn 
Estuary in flat-bottomed 
trows which could have 
weighed up to 100-tons. 

The footbridge that 
connected the wire- 
works to the railway led 
the group across the 
river from where they 
climbed gradually along 
woodland paths towards 
Offa’s Dyke, an ancient 
monument which divid¬ 
ed England from Wales 
and was constructed 
from Prestatyn in north 
Wales to Chepstow in 
the south. 

They passed other 
walkers and dogs and, 
unusually, two Friesian 
cows that had evidently 
escaped from some¬ 
where and seemed more 
startled by the presence 
of walkers than the 


sheer drop at the side of 
the path. 

Behind the Devil’s 
Pulpit lay the remains of 
an old quarry that sup¬ 
plied the stone which 
formed the base of the 
pathways and an inter¬ 
esting old yew tree 
whose roots had grown 
out of pure limestone 
rock. 

Having drunk in the 
views of the ruined 
Tintern Abbey in the 
valley below, they con¬ 
tinued along muddy 
pathways to reach a 
meadow above 
Brockweir where lunch 
was enjoyed in warm 
sunshine. 

Having descended to 
Brockweir and re¬ 
crossed the river into 
Wales, they tramped the 
disused railway track 
past an interesting 
sculpture by Neil Gow 
containing various 
carved creatures. 

Tintern Old Station is 
now a recreational area 
containing the Circle of 
Legends - six life-sized 
sculptures carved main¬ 
ly in oak depicting 
famous historical char¬ 
acters in the 
Monmouthshire area. 

From the riverbank, 
they passed through 
Tintern village after 
what had been an inter¬ 
esting and enjoyable 


stroll through history.

Friday, Trevor Ford - 
and the greatest of them 
all, perhaps, John 
Charles. 

Charles played 66 
times for the club scor¬ 
ing 19 goals in a two- 
year spell. 

The Gentle Giant - as 
he was known - may 
have had his greatest 
days behind him when 
he came to Cardiff for 
£25,000 in 1963 but he 
still gave everything to 
the Bluebirds and was a 
real crowd puller. 

The foreword to this 
coffee table book has 
been written by another 
Cardiff City legend, Phil 


Dwyer, who writes: “I 
was bom in the 
Grangetown area of 
Cardiff, and Cardiff 
City Football Club has 
run right through my 
veins all my life. 

“From my early 
schooldays of climbing 
over the wall into the 
Bob Bank for nothing, 
and watching the likes 
of Ivor Allchurch, 

Derek Tapscott and the 
legendary John Charles, 
to my last-ever game for 
the Bluebirds in 1985, a 
home defeat to Notts 
County, this club will 
always be part of me.” 

And, no doubt, so say 
many other Cardiff City 
fans.

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New Civic is more fashionable than its rivals 


O VER the past few years, car man¬ 
ufacturers have tried to re-invent 
the handbrake. 

Step inside a Rolls Royce, Bentley, Jaguar, 
Range Rover or Renault and you’ll find that it has 
been replaced by a simple switch. 

This is all very well if the vehicle is automatic, 
as these have a helpful anti-roll feature. The diffi¬ 
culty is when they’re manual - they should all 
have anti-roll but it doesn’t always seem effective, 
requiring nifty foot work of the clutch and acceler¬ 
ator. Hence, I still prefer the traditional handbrake 
that can be found in Skodas and Hondas. 

Even the brand new 2012 Civic has a proper 
handbrake, as you can see by watching the video at 
testdrives.biz. 

The Japanese manufacturer realises that it gives 
more control to the driver. In the latest Civic, it 
resides closer to the front passenger than the driver 
but nevertheless it’s in a good position - far better 
than the Land Rover Defender I tested recently. 

The ninth generation Civic, launched in 
February, stays true to its predecessor with more 
accentuated rear lights that protrude from the 
bodywork and an eye-catching black front grille. 


But the cool triangular exhausts have sadly disap¬ 
peared. 

As ever, this Civic is aimed at those considering 
the bland Volkswagen Golf or Ford Focus. 
Compared to those two, it definitely stands out 
from the crowd. 

Its five-door design retains that essence of 
sportiness more akin to a three-door by cleverly 
concealing the rear door handles in the same way 
as the old Alfa Romeo 156. 

The aerodynamic design sees a bar across the 
rear windscreen, which impedes vision somewhat 
and calls for careful reversing. 

Inside, it is spacious with a particularly good 
sized boot. 

The 1.8-litre petrol engine is fairly responsive to 
drive as well, with good low-down torque, 
although when worked hard it can be a little rau¬ 
cous. 

It took me a while to discover how to operate 
the cruise control and speed limiter buttons, which 
are on the right of the steering wheel. They are 
engaged by pressing the ‘Main’ button, which to 
me is not logical. 

However, this system is reliable to within a few 
mph of the set speed, requiring extra concentration

when approaching speed cameras, particularly 
when they’re at the foot of a hill. This cruise con¬ 
trol, which can be used at speeds as low as 20mph, 
works best when the desired speed has been 
reached. On a flat road it happily maintains 
progress. 

Don’t, whatever you do, though, use cruise 
instead of the accelerator, as progress can be sloth¬ 


like. Its six-speed manual box is generally deci¬ 
sive. To ensure greater efficiency, there is ‘eco’ 
mode and a reliable automatic engine stop/start, 
both of which help this vehicle cover 500 miles on 
its 50-litre tank. 

Parkers, the car experts, say: “One of the Civic’s 
strong points is practicality. The boot is far bigger 
than its competitors’ and there’s loads of room 
inside, thanks to what Honda calls ‘Magic Seats’. 

“The Civic has been awarded a five-star 
EuroNCAP rating thanks to its plethora of safety 
equipment, including adaptive cruise control and 
collision mitigation - which applies the brakes if it 
thinks you ’re about to crash. ” 

While it is disappointing that the road tax on 
this efficient British-built vehicle is so high, it is 
the more fashionable alternative to the VW Golf or 
Ford Focus.

W ITH 10 minutes 
remaining last 
Friday night at 
Cardiff City Stadium, 
things were looking very 
glum for Wales manager 
Chris Coleman. 

Then, Cardiff-born star and, 
many would argue, Wales’ 
greatest ever product (see the 
poll on The GEM website), 
Gareth Bale took the game by 
the scruff of the neck and boot¬ 
ed Wales’ 2014 World Cup qual¬ 
ifying campaign in to life. 

After winning a penalty for a 
trip by Shaun Maloney (it was 
soft, but Wales should already 


have had a spot-kick when 
Craig Davies was wrestled to 
the ground), Bale dusted himself 
down to send Alan McGregor 
the wrong way. 

With just seconds remaining 
on the clock, the Tottenham 
winger sped off at top speed for 
the umpteenth time on the night 
and hit a swerving, dipping 
drive past the outstretched 
McGregor and in to the top cor¬ 
ner. 

The red half of the stadium 
exploded. 

Suddenly, Wales were fourth 
in the table, four points off a 
qualification slot, and Chris 
Coleman wasn’t so much of a 
hate figure. 


The criticism hurled at 
Coleman has been slightly 
harsh. The players have visibly 
been hurting from the death of 
friend and manager Gary Speed 
last November, and it has taken 
them a while to overcome that 
loss. 

Wales outplayed their also- 
much-maligned Celtic friends in 
a rain-sodden capital and should 
already have been ahead when 
Bale struck. 

Steve Morrison somehow 
headed a Bale centre wide 
moments before his namesake 
James put the visitors ahead, 


and former skipper Aaron 
Ramsey wasted the best chance 
of the night having run from 
halfway with the ball and firing 
wide instead of squaring to a 
flabbergasted Bale. 

Yes, Scotland had a second 
disallowed, and although the 
ball didn’t go out for a goal-kick 
before Steven Fletcher headed 
home, Charlie Adam was in an 
offside position when he 
received the ball to cross. 

In the end the dragon awoke, 
thanks mainly to Bale’s refusal 
to accept defeat. The 23-year- 
old continues to show he is one 


of the best players in the world 
currently. 

While the performance was 
not perfect, the creativity was 
much greater than recent show¬ 
ings. The midfield worked bet¬ 
ter, although the unwillingness 
to win a 50/50 challenge was 
worrying, while the defence 
handled the returning Fletchers, 
Darren and Steven, better as the 
night went on. Ben Davies cer¬ 
tainly impressed in his debut. 

Unfortunately, it was a return 
to recent normality in Osijek as 
Wales were outclassed in a 2-0 
defeat to Croatia on a very 
boggy pitch. 

Mario Mandzukic closed 
down Fewis Price’s attempted 


clearance following a poor 
Ashley Williams backpass 
before former Arsenal striker 
Eduardo pounced on a rebound 
for 2-0. 

Had it not been for Price and 
Williams, it could have easily 
been six again, with Croatia also 
wasteful with their chances and 
a few comical goalmouth 
scrambles were thrown in for 
good measure. 

Bale again was the star for 
Wales, and twice ran most of 
the pitch, the second bringing a 
good save from Stipe Petiklosa. 

Andy King’s header saved on 
the line was the only other 
bright moment for Wales on a 
stale evening in the Balkans. J

TRACK AND FIELD PRESENTATION EVENING 


FOR the first time, 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
School hosted the 
annual Cardiff and 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Schools’ Track and 
Field Presentation 
Evening - and the 
pupils and parents, 
who were visiting 
the Aberthin Road 
site for the first 
time, were highly 
impressed with the 
quality of the new 
facilities. 

This presentation is an 
opportunity to celebrate 
the success of individual 
pupils and school teams 
in a programme which 
starts with the SIAB 
Schools’ Indoor under- 
16 and under-18 
Combined Events 
International at Glasgow 
(in December 2011), 
takes in the sportshall 
programme in the spring 
term and the domestic 
track and field pro¬ 
gramme and School 
Games 2012 in the sum¬ 
mer term before, this 
year, ending with the 
Aviva SIAB Schools’ 
under-17 track and field 
international, hosted by 
English Schools at 
Ashford in Kent on July 
21 . 

Helping to distribute 
the lengthy list of 
awards were Brett 
Morse, the GB interna¬ 
tional discus thrower, 
who competed at the 
recent Olympic Games 
in London, Ryan 
Spencer-Jones, a Welsh 
international shot-putter, 
who is the Welsh 
Athletics Club network 
officer for the area, John 
Penny, the president of 
Welsh Athletics, and Mrs 
Kath Elias, the chairman 
of Welsh Athletics, who 
is a former member of 
the PE staff at Llantwit 
Comprehensive. 

Of the top three 
awards, only one came 
to a pupil with connec¬ 
tions with the Vale. 

Anax Da Silva, a year- 
12 student at Cardiff and 
the Vale College, was 
awarded the Bob and 
Min Cypher Trophy, 
which also included a 
small bursary. 

Anax is a talented 
sprinter, who has only 
been in the sport for just 
more than 12 months, 
but he represented Welsh 
Schools twice in 2011 
and competed for the 
Welsh Athletics under-20 
team in an international 
at Leckwith this sum¬ 
mer. In his absence, the 
award was received by 
his college lecturer, Mrs 
Andrea Williams. 

The other two awards 
were retained by the 
2011 recipients. The 
Frank Ireland Cup for 
the outstanding athlete - 
a trophy presented by 
former Cardiff and Vale 
Schools president and 
Barry and Vale Harriers 
chairman Frank Ireland 
- was presented on the 
night by Brett Morse, 
who reminded everyone 
that he had received the 
trophy on two consecu¬

He presented the Cup 
to sixth former Elliot 
Slade (Bishop of 
Llandaff), who had set 
new senior age group 
championship bests over 
800 metres at both the 
Cardiff and the Vale 
Schools and the Aviva 
Welsh Schools National 
Championships, and 
who had gained a Welsh 
senior vest. 

Cardiff High School 
retained the Overall 
Points trophy, for points 
gained in the eight 
championship sections. 

A special plaque was 
awarded to the 24 pupils 
to mark their internation¬ 
al selection, and nine of 
them were from Vale 
schools and colleges. 

Joining Anax in the 
Welsh under-20 team 
was another year-12 stu¬ 
dent, Matthew Edwards. 
Because of the limited 
events at the internation¬ 
al, the Barry 
Comprehensive sixth 
former competed over 
1,500 metres rather than 
the 2,000 metres steeple¬ 
chase event, which he 
won at the Aviva Welsh 
Schools championships. 

Three of the nine Vale 
athletes were included in 
the SIAB Schools’ 
indoor combined events 
international, which was 
held at the Kelvin Hall 
in Glasgow last 
December. 

The trio were 
Matthew Collins (Barry 
Comprehensive, year- 
11), who competed in 
the under-18 section 
(years-11 and 12) and 
also represented Welsh 
Schools in the 400 and 
4x400 at the School 
Games 2012 at the 
Olympic Stadium (in 
May) and the Aviva 
SIAB Schools under-17 
international at Ashford, 
and under-16 team mem¬ 
bers and Cowbridge 
pupils George Griffiths 
(year-10) and Tom 
Trotman (year-9). 

George produced the 
best ever performance 
by a Cardiff and the Vale 
pupil at the Aviva UK 
Sportshall Finals at 
Birmingham in April, 
finishing second in the 
under-15 all-rounder 
competition, before rep¬ 
resenting Welsh Schools 
at the Sainsbury’s 
School Games 2012 in 
May. Tom, who also 
competed in those UK 
Sportshall Finals, repre¬ 
sented Welsh Schools in 
the high jump event at 
Ashford. 

Two Stan well year-11 
pupils gained interna¬ 
tional honours. Tom 
Williams will have been 
disappointed that injury 
prevented him from 
being on top form at 
those Aviva Welsh 
Schools national cham¬ 
pionships in early July.
